JONES' CHEAT SILVER SPEECH. 


A Washington dispatch of tho 14th 


thus speaks of the speech delivered 
by Senator Jonea on the Silver bill. 
It will well repay reading: 


The overshadowing feature of in- 


terest in to-day's Congressional pro- 
ceedings was the long-expected and 
brilliantly-effective speech of Jones, 
which commanded unwearied atten- 
tion throughout the two hours occu- 
pied in its delivery, and procured 
for him at its close a spontaneous ova- 
tion, such, as has not for many years 
been witnessed in the Senata. 
His 


recognized leadership of the move- 
ment for remonetization of silve', 
and the universally acknowledged 
fact that his previous speeches, and 
the report written by him as Chair- 
man of the Silver Commission, have 
supplied, practically, all tho argu-. 
ments used m building up the pres- 
ent strength of the movement through- 
out the country, had aroused great 
expectations as to his forthcoming 
effort of to day; but it was generally 
supposed he would not be able to 
present anything new on the subject, 
and that his speech would consist 
mainly of a recapitulation of his for- 
mer argument. 
It was, however, 


both striking and fresh. The first 
part was devoted almost entirely to 
establishing by an astonishing num- 
ber of proofs and illustrations tho 
proposition that silver has not de- 
preciated iu comparison with uuy 
other commodity than gold, but on 
the contrary that its purchasing 
power is to-day greater than it was 
when demonetized. 
On this he 


built up an extremely forcible argu- 
ment that equity would not be vio- 
lated by the payment of the Govern- 
ment bonds in silver, and that the 
national honor is not involved and 
cannot be impaired by making the 
old silver dollar full legal tender for 
public as 
well as private debts. 


After fortifying these positions with 
many other tersely-stated arguments 
he proceeded to refute criticisms 
made against himself and tho people 
of Nevada to the elfect that they 
were actuated in their advocacy of 
silver remonetization by sordid mo- 
tives of self-interest, and warming 
up to his subject, he spoko from tliis 
point onward with an earnest inten- 
sity and power which still more firm- 
ly riveted the attention of every per- 
son in the crowded chamber, lie 
declared that ho hud no investment 
in productive silver mines, and his 
investments in non-productivo silver 
mines are loss extensive than in 
mines which produce gold exclusive- 
1.'. Ha advocated the remonetization 
of silver, 
because 
")oth justice 


and 
expediency 
demanded 
it, 


and because even if it does not re- 
store the full measure of prosperity 
it will check the rapidly-spreading 
bankruptcy 
and 
poverty 
which 


threatens to overwhelm tho country. 
Furthermore, he inquired with keen 
sarcasm whether the metropolitan 
press had ever demanded that Sena- 
tors and members interested in na- 
tional banks, in any of the thousand 
industries affected by tariff legisla- 
tion, should refrain from voting in 
regard to them. "If such a rule 
were insisted upon," suid he, "might 
it cot leave one or both branches of 
Congress without a quorum? Might 
not a strict enforcement of such a 
rule render necessary the creation of 
an id!e nnd privileged class to legis- 
late for this country?" He then pro- 
nounced a high eulogium on the peo- 
pio of Nevada, gave a picturesque 
description of theii toil, enterprise 
and hardships in wrenching silver 
Erom its embraces of adamant by ex- 
hausting 
labor, 
and 
eloquently 


claimed they have rights to protec- 
tion as sacred as those of tho national 
creditor. In his peroration he creat- 
ed a sensation by boldly attacking in 
detail and in the aggregate, several of 
the New York City newspapers for 
their course in denouncing tho vast 
majority of Congress as dishonest rc- 
pudiators. This he maintained was 
in effect a shameful and pernicious 
assault upon the national honor; but 
he warned itj makers that the people, 
by peaceful methods, would never- 
theless in this capitol demonstrate 
through constitutional means their 
imperial will. 
Immediately upon 


the termination of this speech tliere 
was a burst of enthusiastic and long- 
continued applause from Senators on 
both sides of the chamber, as well as 
from the galleries, and more than 
half the members of the Senata left 
their seats and crowded around Sen- 
ator Jones to. congratulate him, the 
first being Senator Elaine, who sat 
directly ia front of him. So great 
was the confusion caused by these 
congratulations 
that 
despi»e the 


efforts of the presiding officer and 
numerous calls to order it was nearly 
ten minutes before order was suffic- 
iently restored to allow the business 
of the Senate to proceed. 
Official 


reporters and other old habitues of 
the Senate say the scene has never 
been paralleled within their recollec 
tion. Conkling and several other 
pronounced opponents of silver re- 
monetization 
characterized Jones' 


effort as a "great speech." and Stan- 
ley Matthews, reflecting the general 
opinion of the sympathizers with its 
argument, remarked, with a beaming 
countenance: "He has not only made 
a great speech but has worked a mir- 
acle, for he has said something both 
good and new on the silver ques- 
tion."
